Try Atlas Sorgo 
As Silage Crop 


If you want to harvest all o f 
your corn as grain but still need 
some silage for beef cattle, you 
might like to try Atlas sorgo. 


Ii 
G. Russell, 
extension 
live­ 
stock specialist at the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, 
reports a test in which the beef 
division compared Atlas sorgo with 
com silage in a calf wintering pro­ 
gram. 


In two years, Russell says, the 
sorgo made 18 and 20 tons of si- 
ago an acre, while the corn made 
13 and 14 tons. 
Th** two silages were fed to sim 
liar lots of calves 
Each lot was 
. Iso fed daily 2 to 3 pounds of le­ 
gume hay and a pound of soybean 
oil meal tor 
each 
calf. 
Those 
calves on eorn silage gained more 
ranidlv tone and one-third pounds 
a head lailv, compared with about 
a pound), but the total gain for 
each acre of silage was the same 
from Atlas sorgo silage as from 
corn silage 
Russell suggests that you can 
use Atlas sorgo silage to replace 
corn silage 
But if you do you’ll 
probably need to feed I to 2 pounds 
of corn to each calf daily in addi­ 
tion. along with hay and supple­ 
ment, to get tho same gains as you 
would get with corn silage 
Sweet Sudan grass and soybeans 
will yield a big tonnage of silage 
from each acre. 
But for best re­ 
sults with them also you’ll need 
to add 3 to 4 pounds of grain for 
each calf da 1 Iv.

“Corn flea beetles were num er­ 
ous last year, and with large num­ 
bers overwintering because of the

Stew arts disease may

heavy this year,” says Koehler. 
It. is particularly important to 
use resistant varieties 
in sweet 
eorn. says Koehler. 
Golden Cross 
Bantam and a tew other varieties 
are more resistant than older, ear­ 
ly varieties. 
Steve Moore, extension entomol­ 
ogist with the University of Illi­ 
nois and the State Natural History 
Survey, says that corn flea beetles 
can be controlled with about seven 
periodic applications of DDT, but 
this is not economically practical.

When for some years during the 
summ ers our home was visited by 
my nephews and nieces, I would 
read Ute Bible daily at family wor 
ship 
The children 
would 
say, 
“ Read the Old Testament, uncle 
I suppose that the distinctive and 
beautiful stories of the New Testa 
ment were already very familiar 
to them, but I have ofen wondered 
why they so much emphasized that 
preference for the old 
Certainly , much in the Old Tesla 
ment cannot fie considered appro 
prude for children 
the records of 
evil kings, the stories of violence 
and wars, the flagrant immoral! 
tics ol individuals and the adultery 
of King David 
The Old Testament would not 
be an honest record if it did not 
reflect the times out of which it 
came 
Nor would it be so pro 
found a book about man if it ig­ 
nored the evil in him and dealt 
only with his quest of righteous­ 
ness and his achievements of faith 
and goodness 
What is dominant in the Old Tes 
lament, 
though 
children 
would 
hardly sense this. is the triumph 
of good over evil, the passion to 
be and to do right, the noble and 
courageous aspiration of those who 
cried: 
“ Search me, O God. and know 
my heart; try me and know my 
thoughts; and set* if there be any 
wicked way in me, and lead me 
in the way everlasting” (Psalm s 
139 23, 24 k 
That is something far removed 
from the evil of kings, and the falsi­ 
ties of false prophets, about which 
I have been reading in I Kings 
I imagine one of the stories in 
which the children delighted was 
the story of Elijah, the man of 
goodness and courage, the heroic 
defender of all that he believed 
to be right, even when he thought 
that he was standing alone 
I think, perhaps. I should have 
tried to impress upon the children 
the fact that Elijah was mistaken 
about his standing alone 
There 
were seven thousand like him 
We 
never stand alone when we stand 
for the right 
What a treasure house of sto­ 
ries the Old Testament has. as 
these children had found out' 
Is 
it 
any 
wonder 
that 
they 
found 
such intense interest in the d ra­ 
matic story of ( ain and Abel? 
Is it any wonder they delighted 
in A braham ’s pioneer travel and 
his magnanimous 
dealings with 
Lot; in the story of Joseph, with 
its tense scenes and its amazing 
contrasts, 
and tho 
indomitable 
character of a man true alike in 
the depth of adversity as in the 
height of power’’ 
The 
story 
of Moses 
and the 
Promised 
Land; 
the 
story 
of 
Samuel in the temple; those of the 
great patriots Ezra and Nehemiah 
in all these the children found 
delight. 
How wonderful it would bo to 
be young again, with a bunch of 
youngsters around me. to tell it 
all again!
